Judgment on the writ of error ill lllis case 
wua delivered thin day. 

Mr. Tlioo. Davie (Mr. Richards, Q. O., with 
him) for the prisoner. 

Tho Attorney General for the Crown. 
' Sir Mutt. D. Begble, O. J.: Wo'aro all of 
opinion that tho prisoner oun take nothing by 
tins writ, and that the assignments ol error 
are inmillloioiit. 

We are all of opinion thut the order of tho 
13th Oct., 1885, for tho removal ol the trial to 
Victoria was a good and proper order under 
a, 11 of tho Can. Procedure Act, lHli'J, e. 29, 
and that tho condition as to fonts wan an 
expedient and sufficient condition. Mr. Tlieo. 
Davie contended that the removal mentioned 
in that h. 11 wtm only to be a removal of soma 
indictment previously found by a grand jury 
in the proper venue, and that until some in- 
diotment was found, no application under s, 
11 could be entertained. We think that this 
■ contention is- inconsistent with sub-sec. 2 of 
that section, and with the practice in certiorari, 
and with convenience. Wo think on the con- 
trary that the application should be made us 
early as possible after commitment by the 
magistrate, and may be made even where tho 
magistrate has refused to commit, and lias 
merely bound over the prosecutor |to prose- 
cute (re. Beyfua. Q. 13. D., Jan., 1880.) 

Wo aro all of opinion that the venuo snfli- 
ciontly appears {a) because the words British 
Columbia in the margin of the indictment 
constituto at tho lowest an incomplete or 
"imperfect" venue within s. 28, a view 
which la supported by tho quasi venues in tho 
forms schodulod 82 "and 3;), Vie. c. 30 and o. 
81 Canada. (W Because tho word "indictment" 
is by tho interpretation clause to include 
"any record;" a deliberate enlargement of 
the interpretation clauso in the corresponding 
English Statute, 14 and 15 Vic, o. 100, where 
it is confined to "nisi' prius record" (appurr 
entry referring to cases which had been re- 
moved by certiorari and sent to bo tried at 
N. P.). (c) Ilecauso In tho record tho vonue, 
. i. e., tho locality, whether of the oUbnce, or of 
the.placo of trial, or of the district from 
whonco tho jury was to como, is. clearly 
described. 

3rd. We aro all of opinion that tho judge 
who tried the case (Mr. Justico Gray) wan 
properly armed with full Jurisdiction to try 
at tuo time and place and in the Court where 
tho trial took place; boing duly appointed 
thereto by a valid commission of Oyer, and 
Terminer and gaol delivery. [Juch commis- 
sion was not, as alleged in tho sixthly assign- 
ed orror, exhausted by holding a provions 
Court under it, viz., a Court to deliver the 
gaol in sonic othor district or bailiwick In tho 
province. Tho old form of commission sot 
forth by Coke, 4 Inst. 1(51, which lie received 
from Antiquity, and whioh in substance and 
in many of its words, is followed here to-day, 
shows this. It directs the commissioner to 
inquire by the oaths of good and lawful men 
of our counties of 8. D. \V., 8. D. & Of, or of 
any whatsoover of them (rorum i/uoHoW) of all 
offences, ic. Theso counties compose what 
wan well known as tho Western circuit. I 
cannot perceive the difference ucowcon naming 
B. C. at onco rb tho whole geographical ex- 
tent of tho operation of the commissioners, 
and the enumeration of all the several distriots 
making up that samo geographical urea, 
which is what Mr. T. Davio insisted should 
have been received in the commission. And 
from tho form of tho commission in 4 Inst, 
another inforence is to be drawn as to the 
exhaustion of the commission. £aoh of the 
counties thoroin named constitutes for jury 

EurpoaeB a separate vonue. After tho Court 
oa sat to try offonces in Dorset, with a 
Doraot jury, and completed its criminal busi- 
ness, can it be contended that tho commis- 
sioner cannot go and hold his court in Devon- 
shire. 8o much force has never been given 
to tho word "tjuollbet" cited above as to 
suggest that the judge may select ono only 
county, and need not sit in moro than one; 
and that he can sit there with a Dorsetshire 
jury, try nil offonces from all parts of the 
circuit; or that he can cause Devonshire juries 
to be summoned to Dorchester. And yet 
tliat would have to bo so, if sitting and hold- 
ing a Court at ono place mentioned in the 
commission oxhausts it. Tho very form of 
tho commission proves therefore thut it may 
bo opened, bb ovorybody knows that It Is 
opened, in an apizc-tow'n in each connly by 
reading and proclaiming tho commission mid 
the Court there anew, whioh would not bo 
done on a mero adjournment. To exhaust 
tho commission Ibr any county, district or 
bailiwick, a court must bo hold in that baili- 
wick. If that bo dono and tho court risea 
without adjourning to some othor time or 
place in that bailiwick, no doubt Coko says 
that the commission Ib exhausted, i. <».,' as to 
that county. But nothing of the sort occurred 
here. 

4. Wo arc all of opinion that it is competent 
for tho Provincial Legislature exclusively io 
divide tho provinco into sueh districts or 
bailiwicks for the administration of erimina 
justico as it shall deem desirable; and that, 
by virtue of sub-sections 14 and lfi of s. 92 nf 
tho B. N. A, Act, besides tho necessity of th 
thing: What other authority can define th 



mously decided this point in the normative 
in Mallott's cas<:. Wo think, moreover, that 
It is not necessary that the limits of a baili- 
wick for criminal purposes should boiidontioal 
with the boundaries of some bailiwick already 
defined for civil purposes. Tho slioritt' of 
Vancouver Island hits by tho Provincial Act 
of 1878 a very extensive ■civil bailiwick. With- 
out change of name] ho is intact by the Act of 
188.1 directed, and therefore empowered, to act 
as sheriff of a smaller bailiwick created by 
that Act for criminal purposes. Section 3, 
therefore* - and sub-sec. 2 of seo. 1 of - the 
Juror's Act, 1883, appear to all of_ua to be 
constitutional and valid within , tlielB.'N. A. 
Act; nor does there appear -anything Un- 
reasonable In providing that settlersj^at 
Alberui shall not bo liable to bo sumnioued to 
servo on juries at Victoria, nor settlors at 
Fort Rupert or Alert Bay summoned to 
Na'u'aimo. ! 

5, Wo are all of opinion that the other im- 
petiched sections of the' juror's 1 Aet, 1883, 
teaching the qualification of jurors and con- 
struction of the lists or rolls of grand and 
petty juries aro constitutional, and that thu 
lawfulness of the jury cannot bo lmpoaojied 
on this ground. 

It was urged by Mr. Tlioo. Davio that even 
if tho Provincial Legislature bo competent to 
divide the provinco into districts for jury 
purposes, as we lately held inMallottv. the 
Queen, and to sub-divido these districts', it is 
at least incompetent for them to prescribe or 
limit the qualifications of jurors, or to alter 
the method of. preparing the lin,s from which 
the Jury panel at any assize is to bo struck; 
such limitation and methods being a part of 
that lar^o and complex system called "pro- 
cedure in criminal matters," which by see. 
1)1, sub-sec. 27, is wholly reserved to tho Do- 
minion l'arliamont, anil implicitly forbidden 
to the Provincial Legislature by tho phrase 
in sub-see. 14, . which limits the procedure to 
legislate for civil procedure iu courts of 
Provincial creation. It was strongly urged 
that although similar Provincial legislation in 
Ontario was declared in O'Hourke'sloaso (1 
Out. flop. 4IM) to ho, cohstitiitroual, that. de- 
cision was of no authority in H. C, not only 
because our courts are not bound by decisions 
in the courts of other province's, but because 
it was founded on Statutes in Ontario of un- 
doubted validity, enacted while that province 
was slill autonomous, and entirely absent 
hero. Consol. Slat., U.C. e. 31 s. 13!>, Bov. .Sr. 
Out. p. 511. It was further argued that tho II. C 
Jurors Act ot 1883 could .nut bo validated 
,il> unte by s. 41 of the (Jr.- "idii Procedure Act. 
18(11), introduced into B. C. by a subsequent 
Canada Statute of 1H7 I. c. 42 (assented to 2Uth 
May, Ib74): that the test,. |n the case of 
created, us distinguished from self existing 
legislatures ia, "Hns tho proper authority ap- 
plied its mind to tho subject, and 'fixed times, 
places! persons, powers V" That under the 
li. N. A. Act, s. 01. sub-see. 27, the Dominion 
Parliament is the proper authority; but clear- 
ly it could not in 18UU, s. 44, have applied its 
mind to consider and approve ol regulations 
formulated in H. 0. for the first time in 1883. 
That the Dominion Parliament could not 
constitutionally eliminate sub-sec. 27 from s. 
01 of the B. N. A. Act (which describes, but 
docs not "'mit Dominion legislative powers) 
and ihscr-, as an additional sub-seo. in a. 02 
of Hint Act, ivlileh both defines and limits the 
powers of the Provincial Legislature; tho B. 
X. A. Act being an Imperial Aet, cannot be 
repealed and altered in this | way by the 
authority of one of two legislatures of its own 
creation; and that p'llourke'fi case, so far as 
it maintains any sueh theory, is bad iu law. 
It was further pointed out that the Words of 
s. 44 do not necessarily or even properly bear 
tho sense attributed to them in O'Koiirko's 
case: that the section does not at all speak of 
laws which may have been enacted by tho 
Provincial Legislature; much loss profess to 
validato any law otherwino unconstitutional; 
but it speaks only of laws inform iu the pro- 
vince, i. f., valid laws, whether of Imperial or 
Dominion or Provincial origin; and clearly 
roscrves, and therefore asserts, the right ot 
the Dominion to legislate on the subject, and 
in that way seems to deny the right to the 
.province. And that nothing in The Quoen v. 
Dodge (0 L. It P. 0. appeals)' militates 
against this view, 

We are all of opinion that there is nothing 
in this objection to authorize us upon this 
writ of error to Interfere with the judgment 
and Bentenco pronounced against tho prison- 
er. 1 shall only state my own grounds for 
this conclusion, which are entirely irrespective 
of any opinion stated in. O'itourke's case, and 
of any supposed construction placed In that 
case upon s. 44 of the Statutes of 180Q. I ar- : 
rive at this conclusion even if 'O'Bourke's 
ease be bad in law and s. 44 unconstitutional, 
as was contended by the prisoner's counsel. 

What is a court of Oyer and: Terminer? I 
Bhall take the words in which it is described 
by Ld. Brougham in O'Connell's case (11 CI. 
and Fin. p. *317.) ' "The court is composed 
of- a judge and jury for tho trial - of prisoners. 
That court consists of one permanent high 
oflicor, having jurisdiction, (by which I sup- 
pose he moans, being named in- tho com- 
mission) and of others who are not permanent. 
ItconslBts of the judge and 12 lawful men. 
These men have jurisdiction given to thorn by 
the law of this country In respect of their 
being selected after a particular manner; and 
if .they are not selected In that maunor they 
aro not a body having the jurisdiction which 
tho law veBts in them if well selceledr conse- 
quently tho question always- Is 'have they 
been bo well selected?' For if they bo' not 



woll selected, they are not t lie body invested 
with that Jurisdiction, clothed with those high 



judicial attributes of being necessary assist- 
ants to the Judge upon the trial of the issue." 
In other words, unless lawfully selected, they 
are not part of the court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner; tho court is not lawfully organized; it 
is not organized at all. But ft court of Oyer 
and Terminer Is a provincial court of criminal 
jurisdiction; precisely one'of those courts tho 
"organization" of which is expressly by sub- 
seo, 14 placed in Hie exclusive discretion of 
tho Provincial Legislature. That legislature 
must organize the court. By sub-seo. 14 no 
othor Legislature can do so. And in order 
to- Bcleot the 12 men, the jury who form a 
necessary branch of the court, the body from 
whom selection is to he made, A, <\, the rolls 
or lists mentioned in s. s, 14, 15, 22 and 23 
must be prepared under the authority of (he 
Provinclal-LoglHlaturo alone; That done, the 
court Is constituted. In all further things 
tho direction of the procedure in criminal 
matters secnis to bo -.by sub-seo. 87 reserved 
to the Dominion Legislature, and provided 
by c.o. 20, 30 and 31 of 18(19 (GanndiO. Nor need 
it bo apprehended that this view would leave it 
open to tho Provincial Legislature under sub- 
see, 14 to constitute a oriminal court iu which 
a Judge would Bit without a commission, or a 
commission might be Issued without inserting 
therein tho name of any judge, or a verdict 
arrived at by a majority of the jury,' or by a 
less number than 12, Whatever the validity 
of such legislation would bo, the court thereby 
constituted would not he a court of assize, or 
of oyer ami terminer, or of general gaol de- 
livery. AVlien it shall he proposed to create a 
new court, ItB constitution and organization 
will have to he discussed. But as regards 
t'hoso three their constitution, i.e., their source 
of .authority, their composition and their 
powers aro well, established. Without tour; 
suing this argumont further, it seems clear 
that it provides a very substantial basis for 
supporting the validity of tho impeached 
sections of the Jurors Act, 1883. But oven if 
I were of a different opinion, and if I thuught 
that tho (otherwise eligible) Inhabitants from 
Sooko and Alberui ought not to havo been 
deliberately excluded, it seems to me that 
this objection conies too lato. It is an objec- 
tion of vei'Y much smaller climenjiioiiK than 
that which was alleged in the Q'Cflnnoll case 
to havo taken place with regard to the jury. 
Thoro, an ontire sheet with 59 names had been 
mislaid, and none of tlirso was or could bo 



Tho wholo number of special jurymen was 
710; but It waB clear that if theso 50 had not 
been suppressed, they might havo vitally af- 
foctad the constitution of the panel, — in fact 
tho wholo panel of 48 might possibly have 
been struck from this sheet alone"., Lord 
Campbell in his judgment Intimates that ho 
thought such a vice would havo authorized 
tho court to quash tho panel and do what was 
necessary for assembling a fair jury, although 
no complaint wero made of unindifforency or 
default in tho sheriff. But ho immediately 
statos that ho will not base his judgment upon 
that point. Lord Denman was the only oiio 
of tho flvo Law Lords in that case who hold such 
an error sufficient to quash the array; and all 
tho nine judges who attended their Lord- 
ships and gave opinions, wero unanimously of 
opinion that this was no ground of challenge 
to the array. And this was where the'ohjee- 
tion was taken beforo the trial; and before the 
11, Vic, c. 100,-s. s. 25 and 80; and provides 
that "objection* for any formal defects shall 
bo taken boforo pleading, and not afterwards." 
It is to bo observed that in the reproduction 
of B. 25 in tho Canada Procedure Act, 1869, s. 
32, tho word "formal" (which is in the Eng- 
lish Act) is omitted; Instead of ''formal de- 
fect" it is now "any defect." We wero as- 
sured that this was "a clerical error; that the 
French version exactly follows the Imperial 
Act; that the word "formal" has been acci- 
dentally retained In tho English version of the 
Canada Statutes, and that wo ought to omit 
it; and that no error which may affect the 
composition of a jury can bo deemed formal 
merely. In this last observation as a matter 
of epithets, I am disposed to agree. Such an 
error is a matter of substance In my opinion, 
but here surelv an extenuated substance of 
infinitesimal dimensions. There was a possi- 
bility upon a possibility upon a possibility. 
First there was of course a possibility that 
(but for tho Jurors Act, 1883, s. 2, sub-sec. I) 
the selectors might Have placed on the roll the 
name of a Juror from Sooko or Alberui. 
There was then a chanco of his being sum- 
moned. If summoned, he might haro es- 
capod challenging, and so havo sat on tho 
jury. Lastly, his opinion might havo been 
wholly favorable to the prisoner, and contrary 
to the' view taken unanimously by the 12 men 
who did sit. Compare the dimensions of this 
error with that of the O'Connell case, if not 
a formal defect, It surely is a very trivial one. 
And as to the proposed insertion by us in the 
Act of the word "formal," it is more than 
such a court as ours dare venture on. And it 
is ins t as easy to say that it was accidentally 
retained Iu the French version, as that it was 
accidentally omitted in the English. If It 
were important to speculate, I should incline 
to think that the Parliament of Canada in- 
tended to imitate the Imperial Parliament by 
restricting still further tlui trivialities and un- 
founded quibbles and objections which have 
long' dotaeed the administration of English 
law; whose forms, humanely intended to pro- 
tect innocence and insure a Tair trial by 
insisting on full accurate proof of guilt, have 
too often been perverted and applied for per- 
plexing the innocent and insuring impunity 
to" criminals! Notwithstanding the indignant 
eloquence of Lord Donuian (O'Counell's case, 
11 C. & L. 350) Lord Chief Justice Cock'-nru, 
(Martin v. Mackonaohio, 3 Q. 11. D. 775) the 
language of herd Penzance (Combo v. Edwards 
3 Prob. Div. 142), la not only equally olOqueut, 
but is the language of common sense. " The 
picture of law triumphant and justico pros- 
trate is hot. 1 am aware, without admirers. 
To mo it is a sorry spectacle." The final 
cause of courts of justice Is to ascertain guilt 
and innocence. Forms and methods are pre- 
scribed fr'r the purpose of assisting, not of 
perplexing or frustrating the investigation. 
Errors In applying those forms and methods 
may well be deemed formal merely, unless 
they ombaraas the prisoner's defence or give 
undue advantage to the prosecutor. How can 
anything of the sort be alleged here? How 
can the prlfonor allege any obscurity ill the 
tinio or place of the offence, or the time or 
placo of trial, when tho day of trial was actual- 
ly postponed and fixed on his own application 
and public money was provided for the ox- 
ponsos of his witnesses attending her,-? Nor 
is there any thing repugnant to the true spirit 
of English law in limiting tho time or tho 
occasions for taking objections or correcting 
mistakes, even of tho gravest importance. If 
a prisoner on his trial fails to challenge any 
juror until sworn, his right of challenge is 
gone, and tho juryman sits, though the 
known enemy of the prisoner. If the prisoner 
plead guilty and that plea be recorded, it is 
too late for "him to withdraw it and plead not 
guilty. If he submit to havo his writ of error 
decided on by two judges hu loses any supposed 
advantages which he might have found in 
appearing befnrofivo judges, e.g. an appeal, as 
in Ba. v. Amor. (2 Duval 596.-1 The Ontario 
Legislature and judiciary cannot be said to be 
Insufficiently imbued with the spirit of Eng- 
lish justico; yet they have deliberately adopt- 
ed and appro vod provisions which it Is ad- 
mitted would deprive the prisoner of the 
power of taking such objections as aro here 
taken unless he take them at once. There is 
therefore very good ground for supposing 
that the Dominion Legislature advisedly in- 
tended to omit tho word "formal" in h. 32, 
and to limit the range of the objections as- 
signable on a writ ot error to mutters occur- 
ring in tho oonduut of the trial, and subse- 
quent to the prisoner's putting himself upon 
the jury. 

For theso reasons there must bo Judgment 
for the Crown on the wVH of error and on the 
writ of fcrtbes eo/yj((S the prisoner will be re- 
manded on the Judgment and sentence of the 
court of oyer and terminer.

Having heeu oalleu away on duty and, 
consequently, unable to attnud personally 
to deliver judgment, I doaire to Buy that as 
wo havo all, after long hearing and patient 
deliberation, come to the unanimous con- 
clusion which will bo delivered iu Full 
Court by tba Chief Justico on Saturday, I 
have considered it right to leave ou record 
my own judgment', that 1 concur with all 
and oach of my brethren, that liobort Evan 
Sproule, tho plaintiff Iu orror, has failed to 
establish orror on any one of the points al- 
leged by him as existing. 

I therefore concur in giving judgment 
for tho Queen ou all poiuts and confirm tho 
judgment of the court below and sentence 
recorded thereunder.

Ekoina vh, Sphoui.k — Mit. Justiob GbIt. 
On behalf of the priHQnor thora are six 
orrota assigned upon tho record, which, as 
sot out clearly by his counsel on tho argu- 
ment aro an follows, viz. : 

1. That tho plaintiff in error was entitled 
by law to have a jury from 
tho body of the county, i. «., 
tho Bailiwick of tho Bherift' of Vancouver 
Island, whioh under the sheriffs' act amend- 
ment not, 1878 extends over that portion of 
Vancouver Island south of the 49th parallel 
of north latitude. That section 1, s.s.l, sec- 
tions 3, 34 and 35 ot tho jurors' act, 1883, 
in so far as they limit tho selections to cer- 
tain portions of tho county aro void, and the 
veniro Bet out in tho record to return the 
jury from the limited portion only, renders 
tho proceedings void. 

'2. That tho waul of a venuo in the body 
of an indictment iu fatal ; no district, county 
or placo in British Columbia boing men- 
tioned in the margin. 

U. That tho alleged order for chango of 
venuo did not 'authorize the trial of the 
plaintiff outside tho county or district of 
his alleged offence, tho said alleged order 
having no.logal force, not being made upon 



tho terms as to the payment of oxponses 
provided by tho act. 

4. That the commission under which 
the proceedings wero had is void, inas- 
much aa il authorizes the commissioners 
to ouquiro by tho oaths of good and law- 
ful men of tho province of Uritish Colum- 
bia, instead of tho county wherein tho 
enquiry is being taken. 

5. That the court was hold undor a 
lieutenant-governor's commission, and 
the lieutenant-governor has no power to 
issue the simc. 

0-. That thir- Jurors act 18811 is nltru 
virtm and void as dealing with criminal 
procedure. 

With reference to thoso objections it is 
to ba 'observed, that done of them wero 
raised or taken boforo trial, and there- 
fore come within the curative sections of 
tho criminal procedure act, if of tho class 
to which those suctions apply. 

Tho l^t objection appears to iub to be 
olearly governed by tho 44th section, 
which is both declaratory and confirm- 
atory, and for removing all doubt ex 
pressly declares and enacts that the ex- 
isting jury laws in force in the provinco 
at tho time of tho trial as to summoning 
and qualification of jurors aro and shall 
bo autlicient. Tho Jurors Act of 1883 
expressly regulates and defines the dis- 
trict from which thu jurors shall bo Binn- 
monod, was within the powor of tho 
local legislature to enact, and wns 
complied with in the present case. 
The proviso at the close of tho 44th section 
is of no bearing, for there is no provision 
in any act of tho parliament of Canada ou 
tho subject, and consequently there is no 
inconsistency with any such act. When 
the Canadian parliament legislates on the 
subject it will bo time to diacuBS tho ques- 
tion. And I am iiirthor of opinion, that 
for criminal purposes in cases of treason 
and felony, etc., tho jury forma a part of 
tho constitution of tho court and, there- 
fore, falls within tho powor of tho local 
legislature, as to it* being summoned, as- 
sembled and brought together for ths 
purposes of the administration of juatiea. 
As to tho dotnilment of members of that 
jury, when so brought together to the trial 
of individual offenders, that is a matter of 
criminal procedure and governed only by 
the Dominion law. 

Tho casu of Regiiia v. O'ltourke 
1st Ont. R. 4(14, seems to me to make the 
point clear. 

That tho second objection is governed 
by the 15th and 23rd sections. That no 
venuo was nccossnay iu the body of the 
indictment and that "British Columbia," 
"To wit," in thu margin was at tho ut- 
most but an improper or imperfect venue. 
That tho :i'Jiid and 78th sections expressly 
onaot that such tib lections shall not pro- 
vail aftor trial, and that upon the wholo 
record it distinctly appaared that tho 
ofl'onco jvas committed at Kootenay, with- 
in Britiab Columbia, and was sot forth in 
tho t rder under tho 1 1th suction made for 
changing tho venue and trial from Koote- 
nay to Victoria, which order itself was set 
out in full in the record of orror. 

That thu o r d objection is nut tenable, 
as tho order complies to tho fullest extent 
with the requisites of the 11th sootion, 
nnd it is not alleged that any thing took 
place undor it, to tho prejudice of the 
prisoner, nor did he make any application 
under it of any kind whatever. 

That tho 4th objection ia answered in 
tho reply to tho 1st. 

That tho 5th objection that tho lieuten- 
ant governor had no power to issue a 
commission of oyer and terminer is an- 
swered, su far as I am individually con- 
cerned by my judgment in Begins vs. 
The .McLeans in June, 1880, to which 
opinion thon expressed I still adhore. 

And tho 0th objection is mot by the 
answer to the 1st. 

Of whatever avail those or sume uf 
theso objections might formerly have 
been; after the parliament of Canada has 
legislated upon tho subject, there is an 
end of the matter.

Ho was not by rule 
or order of the court compelled to ac- 
qutesce in the abnegation of a singlo priv- 
ilcgo that be claimed. Ho was not coin- 
pollod to take a single stop to which he 
objected.

THE PILOTAGE. 

It is lamentable to find so sensible a 
nuwapapur as the Columbian is on other 
topics breaking out with a nettle rash 
whenever it refers to any public question 
that is originated at Victoria. Than 
pilotage matters we know of none more 
important that stands in need of reform. 
It was pointed out in these columns a 
short timo ago that a division of the au- 
thority was prejudicial to the interests of 
the shipping and commercial interests of 
the whole province, not of Victoria alone. 
It was shown that a pilot who had for- 
feited his certificate or had been sus- 
pended by the authority in one district 
might continue to pilot vessels in the two 
other districts, llocont instances were 
cited where this had been done, and the 
question was asked, how- long this state 
of things was to continue ) The Nanaimo 
Froo Press protests against any change in 
the present system, and the Columbian 
plays the role of echo. The Columbian 
ways: "A provincial pilot board con- 
trolled at Victoria would not satisfy 
either Nanaimo or the mainland, and 
it must not bo conceded." In the 
name of all that is good and great 
what has the "satisfaction" of any 
portion of the province to do with 
a matter that involves the safety of ship- 
ping and tho reputation of all tho ports of 
the province. Recent disastrous events 
have demonstrated that the system is a 
poor one. Ship-owners and insuran e 
companies cry out against it; and tho tup- 
penny ha'penny ideas of a pair of couutry 
editors immediately impel them to resist 
a change which, although it would bo 
eminently satisfactory to tho interest!) of 
most concerned, ia not doemod satiafac 
tory to the particular localities in which 
they print their newspapers. A few 
months agu tho Columbian informed Sir 
Adolphe Oaron and Sir Fred. Middleton 
that in tho selection of sitoa for fortifica- 
tions and a gunnery Bohool they would bo 
"watched." This was one way of saying 
that if they should place these important 
works on tho island they would be 
"burned up" in the Columbian. The 
course of our contemporary ia duo to a 
pornicous spirit of sectionalism for the 
exhibition of whioh we have often 
had occasion to rebuke our mainland con- 
temporary. It is not doing him an injus- 
tice when wo aay that rather than substi- 
tute a central pilotage authority for the 
present disconnected and inefficient ar- 
rangement it would bo glad to seo every 
ship that may visit theae waters run 
ashore. 

THE SITUATION AT UTTA WA. 

The "oriais" is passed. The Ottawa 
government are more than safe on the 
Riel and all other questions affecting tho 
ministerial policy. Private advices say 
that not ten members from Quebec will 
vote against the government. Some of 
them are anxioua to be invited baok to the 
fold; but as the government wore a little 
too strong before the "crisis" they are not 
disposed to mourn over the defection of a 
fow timid soreheads who are ready to for- 
sake their party with every breath of un- 
favorable wind. Oaron 's meeting (which 
the Globe declared was a miserable 
fiasco) was in reality a great victory for 
the ministry. Sir Adolph's constituents 
rallied to their member's support and put 
down rowdies who woro imported to howl 
him down. The Kiel question, liko the 
man whose fate called it into being, ia 
doad and buried. People in the ,east 
have settled down to the belief that he was 
an unfortunate, self-seeking vagabond 
who .should have been hanged liftegn 
years before ho was, and the attempt to 
make a martyr of him has signally failed, 
aB we predicted it would. The finances 
are really tho must serious matter that 
will come up for diacusBion this sesBion, 
Canada's credit, in spite of the deficit, is 
Al; and should a loan be required it can 
bo obtained in any money market on 
terms that are more than favorable. 



THE BONUS SYSTEM. 

An interesting discussion aroao in the 
city council 011 Wednesday evening over 
a proposition to bonus a flour mill. All 
tho councillors spoke and nearly all were 
in favor of extendiug substantial aid to 
industrial enterprises that may b'e estab- 
lished in or near the city limits. Tho 
bonus system has worked well in eastern 
•Canada; and nearly overy day wo read of 
new establishments that employ a large 
number of laborers springing up in Can- 
adian towns. Guelph, London, and sev- 
eral othor Ontarian cities date thoir per- 
manence and prosperity from the bonus- 
ing of even manufactures. Tho great 
centres of Toronto and Montreal do not 
feol themselves so far advancod on the 
road to prosperity as to justify them in 
refusing to hold out the inducement of 
free water, freedom from taxation and a 
cash bonus to industries. If Victoria is 
ever to become groat it will be by the 
establishment hero of woolen and cotton 
mills, flour mills, smelting works and a 
hundred othor interests which will work 
up the raw matorial of the country, give 
employment to white operatives and at- 
tract hither from all parts of tho province 
and tho Northwest purchasers. Thero is 
somothing grand and noble about the 
bonus system, and wo hopo to find tho 
city encouraging it by every means in 
their power. 

PUBLIC BALANCE SHEET. 

The balance sheet of tho province for tho 
half year ending 3lHt December, 1885,(pub- 
lishod in another column,) was laid bofore 
tho house yesterday afternoon, and buowb 
the balance of liabilities over assets at that 
date to have been $129,454,23. Wo feel scire 
that oven the opposition organ — the Times 
— wilt congratulate the government for hav- 
ing in such a short space of timo reduced 
the deficit of 3202,8111.83 which that jour- 
nal claims to have existed on Juuo .'tOth, 
1885.

THAT OPIUM SEIZURE. 

Cujit. Cur roll Explodes a Lit lie 
Itouiancc of Collector 
Bccclier's. 



The following was contained in a letter 
to tho Oregouiau from its regular Washing- 
ton correspondent: 

"Collector Boecher, of Port Townsend, 
has been dividing his time between hero 
and New York since ho reached Washing- 
ton, on the 29th nit. He will not return to 
Washington territory until the senate either 
confirms or refuses to confirm his nom.' na- 
tion. He tells mo that on reaching here- ho 
immediately reported to President Cleve- 
land, by whom he was ordered to Washing- 
ton. The president made particular in- 
quiries about the charges preferred against 
tho appointee and listened attentively to 
what the latter had to say. During the con- 
versation Mr. Beeoher made some remark 
about his continuation. "Dh, you will be 
confirmed without doubt," said tho presi- 
dent. Mr. Beeoher tells me that it is yet a 
matter of wonder to people in Washington 
territory how lie found tho opium he seized 
was carried to Alaska and where it was 
stored. He gives the following version: On 
one of Captain Carroll's down trips ho 
stopped at Victoria as usual, and late at 
night entered a Chinese house. A number 
of skilled detectives were constantly 011 his 
track, for he had long been suspected of a 
smuggling trade. The chief inspector dis- 
guised himself, nnd staggered into the 
house, running against Captain Carroll. 
The latter turned around, gave the intruder 
a slight blow and commanded him to leave 
the house. With a leer the detective re- 
turned tho blow, when the captain struck 
him so severely as to knock him down, he 
falling on a number of Chinese hags. To 
all appearances the detective then fell into 
a drunken stupor. Both the captain and 
the Chinaman eyed him for a while, And 
then seemingly coming to the conclusion 
that he was really too drunk to hear or 
barken to their conversation, they talked 
together for a fow minutes in a law tone. 
The captain then told the Chinaman how 
much opium ho wanted, when he wanted it 
and gavo orders how it was to be [jacked 
audlaboled. According to agreement, the 
captain was to take it. on board his steamer 
on his next trip to Alaska. Detectives were 
on hand when he returned to Victoria, saw 
the opium placed on board, then one of thu 
detectives took passage on the Idaho. A, 
strict watch was kept, the spot where the 
opium was stored was noted, and it wftH 
subsequently seized." 

This sensational account was shown to 
Captain Carroll yesterday — he being in Se- 
attle in consultation with the attorneys for 
the steamship Idaho. He pronounced it 
absolutely without foundation. It is hardly 
probable that Collector Beeeher told the 
story to the correspondent. If he did he is 
a romancer so slightly removed from a liar 
that a microscope will bo required to seo 
spaco between thom. Captain Carroll says 
he has never been in Victoria Chinatown 
but once, and that wus' four years ago, in 
company with Win. Governeur Morris. The 
chief inspector referred to is Mr. Gardiner, 
who abo sconts the story. 

Captain Carroll says that the trial of the 
Idaho will take place at Seattle or Port 
Townsend. His company are anxious to 
have it over with, but the absence of Col- 
lector Beeeher in Washington, looking after 
his confirmation, forces a postponement,

EASTERN STATES. 

Boston, March 3.—F. Wi Nickers. m & 
Co., largo importers, West India traders 
and commission merchants, who have boon 
in business between forty and fifty years, 
aunounco their failure to-day, assigning to 
Josoph Brussel, a confidential employe. 
Thoir liabilities are $C0O,U()O direct and 
5j300,O0O iuuirect, and '.heir nominal lissels 
are good. The firm is the agent of the 
Boston-Savannah steamship company, 
which is uot affected at all. The Kasteru 
ship line, running to points in the provinces, 
is owned in a great part by the firm, and 
is therefore affected by the failure. The 
causo of assignment is general dullness in 
the business in which the lirm is engaged. 
Tho firm is composed of Frank W. Nicker- 
son, Alfred A. Nickerson, and E. C. Crosby. 

Nkw York, Feb. 27.— Rev. R. Ileber 
Newton, of the church of All Souls, is again 
drawing the fire of bis orthodox Episcopal 
brethren by recently preaching a discourse 
tending to show, if not to prove, that Christ 
was not a Christian in the souse in which 
tho word is used at the present day. It was 
a pretty hold undertaking for u clergyman 
in good standing. He also made the point 
that tho great head of the church was not 
even a priest but a leyuiau. The Church- 
man of this week, which has usually stood 
by Newton, demands to know of him 
whether ho has been correctly reported. It 
says further that "if he has uot, he certain- 
ly owes it to himself to say so, and at once. 
What ho say3 is staitliug. uot because there 
is anything in it, but simply bncauso it 
carries irreverence to tho verge of blas- 
phemy." What Bishop Porter thinks 
about it remains to he seen. 



Female Suffrage. . 

To thk Editoii; — After a lengthened com- 
munication in your last issue upon the 
above subject in reply to "Publicolft, " one 
eventually discovers the argument in its fa- 
vor rests upon the old story, so often be- 
fore the public, that of "woman's rights," 
ns if, forsooth, woman had separate rights 
which were neither protected nor provided 
for by those to whom they havo been en- 
trusted, and so intimately concerned for her 
welfare as fathers, husbands, brothers, 
sweethearts, etc, and that it was necessary 
now to make a new departure and draw wo- 
men from the seclusion of domestic life to 
nttend to it. For centuries this bus not 
boon considered necessary, and I know of 
nothing that has taken place to justify such 
an innovation. If in the pust there has 
been neglect of any particular matter affect- 
ing women requiring attention, it surely 
would concern man's' happiness, woman's 
partner, too .seriously for it to be 
negleoted. Tho question may naturally 
bo asked: What do women want 
in rapping at tho provincial door of tho 
legislature for the exercise of tho franchise? 
And what particular grievances to be re- 
dressed not now attended to? 

As to tho argument of woman's lights, if 
fully carried out, wo should perhaps find 
women in tho pulpit, figuring as members 
of tho legislature, judges, barristers or 
jurors, but from time immemorial it has 
been regarded expedient that such duties 
should devolve upon men who are engaged 
iu tho battle of "life, leaving to women those 
other duties better suited to their nature 
nnd more pertaining to their position as 
mothers and wives. Tho line must bo 
drawn somewhere to define tho limits in tho 
political sphere between men and women, 
and to my way of thinking, notwithstanding 
"A Lady's" to the contaary, upon the sub- 
ject, or American experiments, it would bo 
well if they remained as they are. undis- 
turbed by Mr. Drake's motion.

First-ciuss San Francisco to 
New York for $10. 



A Peculiar Crime— An Odd 
Sentence. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco) March 4. — Nothing 
new has boen learned to indicate who is 
strictly responsible for tho §10,000 which 
has been found missing from the vault of 
tho sub-treasury of this city. It has been 
ascertained, however, that the money was 
abstracted from a package of S10 green- 
backs from which 2000 $0 bills were taken 
and 2000 SI bills substituted. 

Prices uf limited tickets woro cut for a 
second timo to-day to the following fig- 
ures; Chicago, $25; Now York, §40; 
Boston, §42. 

Robert Mitchell, convicted iu Oakland 
of assault with a deadly weapon on flor- 
miue Soberans was sentenced to-day by 
Jtldge Gibson to two years in San Quen- 
tin prison and to pay a fine of §4,000, 
with alternative imprisonment at tho rate 
of one day for overy dollar of fine until 
paid. If tho thin is not paid the sentence 
is equivalent to thirteen years all but fif- 
teen days. Tho court in passing sentence 
said tho crime was without excuse. He 
gave no weight whatever to tho recom- 
mendation of mercy by the jury. 

EASTERN STATES. 

M.utoKr.i.i's, Mich., March t. — A teacher 
in the Thompson district school, named 
M. B. Vincent, punished the child ot Thos. 
Cltlaud a few days ago, whereupon the fa- 
ther went to the school house and attacked 
the teacher with a razor, cutting him in sov- 
eral places. One cut extended 14 inches 
across the back, severed n rib and exposed 
the heart. Vincent's condition is critical. 
Cleland was arrested. 

Nkw York, March 4 — Tho Cross town 
line made another attempt this afternoon 
to resume operations. At 1:30 p.m. the 
police reserved were callod to the oastera 
terminus of tho Grand street lino, and 
made preparations for battle. At noon 
over six hundred policemen were on the 
scene, and when a reserve arrived fully 
twelve hundred were in lino. They kept 
the street clear, but on tho north side tho 
strikers were collected, and with thou- 
sands of tho lowest classes of men from 
tho Bowery, formed a threatening body 
capable almost of any form of outrage. 
The police patrolled the streot from tho 
Bowery to East River, and kept tho men 
in motion, but such a great mass of 
peoplo could not bo controlled al- 
together. As thoy surged along with 
seemingly irvesistibto force., tho street 
was n scene of destruction, and 
the task of forcing a passage was 
herculean. At 2:lCp. m. a carstarted from 
the stables and proceeded under the escort 
of fifty policemen to tho starters' stand at 
East street, where the lino of march waB 
formed. First came six platoons of police, 
t'.'c.n followed the car enclosed in a hollow 
scpiaro o( police, numbering one hundred. 
The rear was closed by another platoon, 
and tho forces started amid hooting and 
derision from the mob. No obstacle was 
met with until the car reached Cannon stroet 
where a horse em was lying on its sido. It 
was lifted from the trnck by thu policemen 
who formed the advance guard. At 
.Madison street the first stone was thrown. 
All the way to tho Bowery the track 
was obstructed with wrecks of street cars 
and trucks, but the advanco guard clearod 
them away. At East Broadway a largo 
.atone was placed beside tho track un- 
noticed and the car was thrown off. This 
mishap was greeted with tempest yells 
from thousands, and oaths, hisses, cat- 
calls, screams and wild cheering made the 
atrout a perfect pandemonium of sound. 
Tho car was lifted back on the track and 
proceeded. At Allen street tho cars 
wore placed in all positions across tho 
track. Stones How nnd another car win- 
dow was broken. At Eld ridge street the 
crowd attacked the police and a general 
fight took plaeo in which clubs were usod 
with a will and tho rioters were driven in- 
to the side stroots. The Grand street 
merchants/ alarmed, took in their stock 
and closed their doors. At Grand stroet 
was a barricade of cars, wagons and trucks. 
For blocks in every ' direction could 
be seen long lines of cars and trucks, 
Stonos were thrown against tho ear and 
struck Sergeant McEvoy. The police lost 
all patience and charged the mob furiously, 
clubbing them right and loft, and at last 
succeeded in driving the rioters down the 
side streets. Prom thero to Broad way tho 
battle raged with undiminished fury; many 
were clubed, and n numbor of police were 
struck with stonos. Broadway was reached 
after a hard struggle at 5 p. in., and there 
fully livo thousand peoplo were gathered 
as spectators, hissing, hooting and yelling. 
At Worcester street a pilo of bricks fell 
as the car was passing and stopped it. 
At Deabroses streot a load of coal was 
dumped on tho track. When the end of 
the route was reached the men were al- 
lowed to rost for ton minutes and then 
returned over the same route to the 
stables very fow obstacles being offered to 
their progress. During the trip, both 
ways, the car was frequently obliged to 
changed from ono track to others. 
Tho strikers and the police loft before 5 
o'clock. Among those injured were one 
Miko Herman, Bernard Mackin and W. 
P. Wi.ikon, all with scalp wounds. Ber- 
nard Garvey, an old man, was trampled 
on by tho crowd and sevoroly injured. 



TTlie Pitiless* Sen. 

A thrilling story comes from Halifax 
where the survivors of tho wrecked steam- 
er Saxon arrived on tho 3rd inst. The 
vessel struck on Neircha Lookout reef iu 
Cases pussago on her voyage from Now 
York to Cape Haytion. Six men in a 
boat reached the shore, two men In 
another were drowned; two othora swam 
to a schooner by aid of plp.nks. The 
chief mate and a son of tho captain, in at- 
tempting to swim to shore, from the wreck, 
wore drowned; tho steward became crazed 
and leapt into the nea. The next day tho 
weather having modorated tho wreck was 
boarded when it was found that the cap- 
tain had died and his remains, together 
with the remaining survivor (a 6reman) 
were brought to land, The vessel wus of 
345 tons register and belonged to Bremer, 
Bennott & Brotner, of London.

YESTERDAY^ JjHSPATCHES 

The Farnull ites Support the 
Liberals — The Great 
Snow Storm. ^ 

ENGLAND* ' 

London-, March 4.— Tho Tariiullites 
have ''ecided to array themselves against 
tho Tories in. their attempt to force the 
government to show their hand as to their 
policy, during tho debate which is ex- 
pected to begin to-night on civil service 
estimates. Conservatives had arrangod to 
interrupt, tho government's proposition to 
go into committee on civil service esti- 
mates by an amendment declaring that 
tho house was unwilling to entertain esti- 
mates for civil establishments in Iroland, 
before being placed in possession of the 
policy which tho government intended to 
pursue for thu restoration and mainten- 
ance of social order iu that country. It 
wus calculated that if this amendment was 
carried the government would bo either 
blocked or compelled to divulge thoir in- 
tentions. Parnell, however, has resolved 
to go to Gladstone's rescue. The Irish 
leaders are satisfied that in view of the 
premier's promise to stato his Irish policy 
after the 22ud of March, at which date ho 
expected to bo through tho government's 
financial business, he is entitled to bo pro- 
tected from disturbance on that issuo, un- 
til after the expiration of the timo asked 
for. Accordingly the Parnellites this 
afternoon resolvod to oppose in a body 
Holmes' amendment. This will undoubt- 
edly give the government all tho votes 
necessary to defeat the amendment. 

Tho snow storm which has been raging 
for several days across the northern part 
of Great Britain is now ceasing. The suf- 
fering among tho passengers on the 
various trains which had boon bound in 
the snow storm, has boen very great. 
Some of the trains were imbedded in tho 
snow drift forty-eight hours. The loss of 
cattle in transit has been enormous. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Sl'RINQFIBLD, Ohio, March 4— The 
labor troubles continue of absorbing in- 
terest. 

Nkw'Yobk, March 4. — Throngs of tho 
faithful crowded around St. Paul's cath- 
edral this morning, to secure admission to 
witness the ceremonies attending the 
conferring of thu pallium upon Arch- 
bishop Oorrigan >vhioh will install him as 
head of tho see of New York. This also 
includes the dioceses of Brooklyn, Buffalo, 
Newark, Albany, Trenton, Rochester and 
Ogdenshurg, Admission was gained by 
ticket. A squad of police preserved 
order outside the cathedral. Evory 
church in the neighboring cities was 
represented. Promptly at 10 o'clock 
services woro commenced. Cardinal El- 
ich GibbonB, of Baltimore, and Bishops 
Mcluarney, Oonroy nnd McMahon, Mon- 
signor Doano and Dr. Connol, occupied 
seats within tho chancel rail on the right 
sido of the altar. Tho latter was plainly 
decorated with a few flowers, justsullicient 
to Bet oil the richness of tho Italian mar- 
ble of which it is made. Tho priests and 
acolytes led thu procession, Archbishop 
Oorrigan, arrayed in golden robes and at- 
tended by Monsignors Preston audCjuinn 
following. They marched down the aide 
and up through the centre of the aisle to 
the chancel rasl, where the clergymen 
divided, taking seats on either side, the 
archbishop with Monsignors Preston and 
Quinn, advancing to the altar, whoro tho 
former kissed the cross prosentod to him 
by Archbishop Eldio, celebrant of the 
pontifical mass and custodian of the pal- 
lium. The chair of 150 boys sang the To 
Deum, after which mass was commenced. 

Nkw York, March I. — The car drivers on 
the Atlantic avenue and Drydock stroet 
railways have struck for §2 a day. About 
1000 of the strikers were congregated about 
tho stables and offices, but tho presence of 
u large force of polic e kept them iu order.

Ton days after tbu last rail was laid a 
shipment of naval stores was sent through 
from Quebec to Port Moody, 3,047 miles, 
in six days.oleven hours and five minutes.

ENGLISH BAY. 

Mr. Heave u moved— 'Whereas the govern- 
ment in January last, sold land at English 
Bay as town and suburban lots which have 
not boon surveyed as such; and 
, Whoroas tho government have not tho 
power to dispose of land in any other man- 
ner than is conferred upon thorn by statute; 
nud 

Whereas tho land acts in force, whilst 
giving instructions as to tho survey of laud 
into townships ami sections, do not give 
any authority to survoy tho same into town 
or suburban lots; and 

Whoroas ordinary prudence would dictate 
the survey of laud boforo disposing of it in 
lots of small dimensions; be it therefore 

Resolved, That in the opinion of 
this house tho government in dealing with 
lands sold at English Bay have exceeded 
the flower oonforred upon thorn by the 
c'atutea, and have acted improperly in 
selling a3 town and suburban lots before 
obtaining the authority to survey in that 
manner and not making a proper survey 
on tho ground. 

The mover said tho resolution contained 
facts which ho thought could not be coulra- 
yerted. Tho land act of 1884, which was a 
consolidation of previous land acts with 
slight amendments laid out distinctly the 
powers of tho government in dealing with 
crown lands, and it was silent in regard to 
surveying lands in town lots. (Hon. Mr. 
Robson, "Np.") Ho believed that under 
tho laud registry ordinance tho solo was 
illegal, and th * no title to tho lands could 
bo given unless tho draughts were mado 
from a map of tho lots as surveyed. The 
lauds sold iuoluded nearly all tho water 
front, most of which had been purchased by 
tho honorable member for Nanaimo (Mr. 
Duusmuir: "Hear, hear,'") ami, although 
tho most valuable portions of the land hud 
thus been disposed of, the average 
price had only been about $145 per acre. 
Prom every point of view tho government 
had acted unwisely and, ho contended, 
oven illegally, from having dealt with land 
that was a naval reserve, from having 
sold it in lots and blocks without statutory 
authority, nnd from having sold it without 
having proviouly aurveyod it. 

Hon. Mr, Smithe said the resolution 
proposod simply a vote of censure upon 
the government, but ho thought a little 
moro taste would have been display- 
ed had the mover phcad it in the hands c f 
one of his supportota. Tho laud act of 
1884 did nut, it was true, convoy any ex- 
press authority to the government to 
survoy lands into lota and blocks, but no 
fuller authority than therein contained 
had ever been conveyed, and he would ask 
tho leador of the opposition where ho ob- 
tained the authority, in 1874 and 1S75, 
to order Mr. Ralph to survey land into 
suburban lots and blocks at Hastings / 
[Quoted from letter of C.O., of that date, 
giving specific instructions in regard to> 
the surveys. J Ho (Mr. Smithe) had boon 
careful to get all obtainable authority 
before proceeding to deal with tho lands 
at English bay, to get the authority 
of the lieutenant-governor in council, and 
had acted also under the authority of tho 
laud act of 1885 which had been passed 
especially for the purpose of allowing lands 
to bo thus sold. Tho loader of the oppo- 
sition had not only surveyed — illegally ac- 
cording to his own contention— but had 
actually disposed of lots at private sale 
and at uu arbitrary price — without oven tho 
authority of an order iu council — of $.")() 
per. acre.

Tho fact was that 
Mr. Walkem and also Mr. Heaven had done 
tho very samo thing which Mr. Beaven 
claimed the present government iu follow- 
ing suit had acted unconstitutionally, The 
government, in subdividing and selling the 
lands at- English bay at public auction, had 
acted in the public interest, dooming that a 
greater sum could be notted to tho treasury 
than by selling them iu sections of ItiO 
acres. As regarded the timo of sale, such 
was fixed as soou as possible after the com- 
pletion of the arrangement with the P-B. 
It may not have been tho very best time, 
but it was at the earliest - possible moment 
and the lands had brought far more than if 
no arrangement for extension of the lino 
had been mado. Some of tho hinds had 
sold nt tiui rate of $1000 per acre, and live- 
sixths of the lands iu a similarly favorable 
location are yet unsold, The small- 
er figures mado bo prominent 
by tho leader of tho oppoaition wore those 
obtained (or land a mile back from the 
water front and had been sold in the in- 
terest of those who had boon actual set- 
tlers upon these lands, to givo them an 
opportunity of purchasing the samo. In 
averaging the price per aoro tho leador of 
tho opposition had included the area of 
the streets. These woro not sold and 
wore vested iu the crown by act of parlia- 
ment. When tho act of 1885 was passed 
it was agreed that the government should 
be given an. undoubted authority upon 
what it was agreed it already possessed 
when taking similar previous action in tho 
public interest. Fortified by this aat it 
was perfectly evident the government had 
a far better authority to so survey and 
sell lands by public auction than had tho 
leader of the oppoaition whon chief com- 
missioner in '74 .to sell lands, similarly

Tho whole resolution was u 
vote of want of confidence, beeausi the chief 
commissioner had assumed po\yers which 
thoy olaimed he did not possess/ But they 
had not shown that ho did not/iosRoss such 
powers, and it was fully proved that ho had. 
The timo of tho house had /boon occupied 
from the opening discussing questions that 
bad no hearing on the -business of the pro- 
vince, and he thought tjriit it was neither to 
the benefit of any ono-fhat tho lion, leader 
of tho government and tho hou. loader of 
tho opposition should go at it hammer and 
tongs over antedeluvinn questions. Tho 
house should. settle down to business and 
pass the bills that had only boon advauced 
a stage since its opening, or else there would 
be the complaint that there was not sufll- 
ciont time to deal with them. 

Mr. Grunt contended that tho chief com- 
missioner had no power to deal with tbe 
lands as claimed, and thought the sums to 
bo realized from the sale of the samo would 
not meet the expeetatious of the hon. pro- 
vincial secretary, 

Mr. Wilson said tho hon. member from 
Cassiar had said the resolution formed it- 
self into a very simple problem. But from 
his remarks ho 'thought its extreme simpli- 
city had never unfolded itself to him.

Mr. Semlin said he did not Jtnow tho 
reason until lately why tho government 
did not survey the land. They know the 
existence of the statute and sold tho lands 
without surveying and chanced results.

of crown hinds. 

Mr. Galbraith alluding to ftlr. Duns- 
muir's statement .that the imperial au- 
thorities only wanted the land so that 
they could hand it over to the Canadian 
Pacific railway characterized it as ridicul- 
ous in the extreme. Mr. Dunsmuir re- 
plied that! it was true, to which Mr: Gal- 
braith answered that ho hoped it was. 
This creating n laugh the honorable gen- 
tloman explained that he hoped as it af- 
fected tho credit of the imperial authori- 
ties that the statement waa not true, but 
ho hoped for the Rake of Mr. Dunsmuir's 
veracity that it was true, and then sat 
down leaving it very doubtful as to what 
ho really did hope, and more doubtful 
still us to whether he himself know. 

ftlr. Ilea veil found occasion to remark 
that thu provincial socrotary had slated an 
untruth, which, however, ho wi)3 always 
doing. The Speaker called him to order, 
reminding him that it was a breach of 
privilege to charge another member with 
habitually stating untruths. To this ftlr. 
Beaven responded: "Well, sir; so he is!" — 
words which seemed an extension of the 
broach rather than a recognition of it. 
This novel mode of apologizing reminds 
one of Sheridan who for having, when a 
member of the body, styled tho Com- 
mons "a dirty house," was ordered to go 
down upon his knees at the bar of that 
august institution and humbly apologize. 
Ho did so; and, as he rose, brushed the 
dirt from his knees, and said: "It is a 
dirty hotiao, after all !"

Homestead Act-- Important 
Judgment. 



The following is a full report of tlia 
judgtunnt delivered hy Mr, Justice 
Gray, on an application by a judgment 
debtor for an exemption of $500 
under the Homestead Act pronounced 
Saturday the 27tli inat; 

Sehl v.i. Humphreys. — In this case 
the sheriff seized under a judgment 
certain quantities of personal property 
in the residence of the defendant, con- 
bisting of furniture and household 
goods. The defendant's wife claimed a 
portion of those goods as her separata 
ai;d distinct property and an interp. 
leader suit is now pending relative 
thereto. The defendant himself put in 
a claim to the sheriff of the exemption 
of tho remaining goods he had seized, 
under "The homestead amendment act, 
1S73." The goods so remaining seized 
were valued by Mr. Clark, tho auc- 
tioneer at §440, The ownership by de- 
fendant proved and admitted, the 
righ t to exemption under the aboro act 
conoeded, and tho sherff ordered to de- 
liver them up on payment of the coats 
of seizure and possession money. The 
question then arose who was to pay 
the sheriff those costs, both sides ad- 
mitting he should bo paid 



Mr. Walls on behalf of his client, 



the. defendant Humphreys, contended 
that tho plaintiff must pay them, as 
'the goods were exempt by law from 
seizure. Mr. Helmcken contra. Mr. 
Mills, on behalf of tho sheriff, stated 
that one of the judges of the supremo 
court had in a measure so decided, a 
statement which on subsequent inquiry 
I have found to bo correot. As I differ 
from such a conclusion both on princi- 
. plo, and the construction ofjtho statute, 
I shall assign my reasons that the point 
may bo brought before tho full court 
and be finally determined, and I should 
order that the sherifl retain possession 
until his costs aro paid by the defen- 
dant Humphreys, and if not paid with- 
in a reasonable time then that he pro- 
ceed as he may be advised according to 
law under execition. To obviatu the 
necessity of this order it may here be 
stated, that without prejudice to his 
contention, to save further expense, 
•Mr. Walls has given an undertaking to 
pay the sheriff's costs and possession 
niODey if the court should order them 
to be paid by Mr. Humphreys, which 
undertaking was accepted by Mr. Mills 
on the part of the sheriff, and the pos- 
session relinquished. 

TLfb words of the act are very simple. 
"The following personal property 
shall he exempt from forced seizure or 
uale by any process at law or in equity, 
that is to say, the goods and chattels of 
any debtor, at the option of the debtor, 
or i* dead of Una personal representa- 
tive to the value of §500, the same not 
being homestead property under the 
provisions of tho Homestead ordinance 
of 1867." This is an exceptional privi- 
lege. It is to be enforced, it will be 
perceived, at the option of tho debtor. 
The sheriff is by the execution com- 
manded to seize and soil the goods of 
the debtor to pay his debt. He acts ac- 
cording to law. The goods are in de- 
fendant's possession, the expenses are 
incurred and the seizure mado accord- 
ing to law. Tho sheriff cannot possibly 
know of any exemption, until the de- 
fendant declares his option. The debtor 
Las laid by never informed his judg- 
ment, creditor or the sheriff of his in- 
tention to claiiu this exemption per- 
mits the expenses to be incurred and 
then, in addition to depriving his credi- 
tor of the means of realizing for his 
debt, tells him he must pay the ex- 
penses of seizing the goods which tho 
defendant openly held in his possession 
as his own, and which in law wore at 
the time liable to seizure, for up to the 
time of the debtor's statement of his 
optkm lo the sherij)' there was no eafemp- 
lion, and no one but himself could say 
that he intended to exercise that option, 
The law never meant to give such 
encouragement to fraud — a [man who 
claims a latent personal privilego, 
which exompts him from the ordinary 
consequneces attached by law to his con- 
duct, must take the consequences of 
omitting to state his privilege. The 
goods were not exempted when the 
sheriff seized them. The expenses there- 
fore, operated as a legal encumbrance 
on the goods, and they could only be 
redeemed by the removal of that en- 
cumbrance. Who wants to redeom 
theuiHhe defendant, not the sheriff The 
defendantjmust therefore, remove theon 
cumbrance. If a man in in such financi- 
al difficulty thfitbia chattels are liable to 
seizure underan executionfor defendant 
•he can oviate^xpenses, by leaving at the 
sheriff's office, a notification of his ex- 
emptionunder a judge's order. If ho will 
not exercise his option until the ex- 
penses are incurred, he must bear 
them like any other encumbrance on 
hiB property 

The goods were in his possession up 
to the issuing of the execution; he could 
have sold them and appropriated the 
proceeds to himself, the very goods 
perhaps which formed the considera- 
tion of his debt, and the judgment; and 
in my. opinion the law never for one 
moment assumed that when he exer- 
cised this privilege for his own benefit 
be was to do so at the expense of the 
man he bad already injured. 

The question of privilego under the 
bon-.estead act was fully argued before 
me in June, 1878, by two of the ablest 
lawyers in the province, the late Hon. 
Mr. Justice Robertson and the present 
Hon. Mr. Justice McCreight, the point 
there distinctly taken being, "that a 
clai-3 of exemption from seizure is a 
man r of privilege, which the fheriff 
is not bound to notice unless affect be 
given to the privilege by the otder of a 
court or judge." I shall quote from the 
judgment then delivered by me, that 
part of it which bears on this point. 

"Addison on Torts, C. 14, page 1 G2, 
(4th ed.), lays down tho law with 
great distinctness, an action is not 
maintainable against a sheriff who has 
seized privileged or protected goods in 
obedience to the [command of a writ 



but the person iujured must *pp'y tc 
the court for. an order upon the sheriff 
to release the goo.ls. The casc of Ev-urt 
v. Joues 14 Meeson it Welby 175, 
confirming Taileton v, Fisher 2 Doug- 
las 671, clearly sustains this viow'vitii 
reference to -personal arrests, while 
Hideout- v. Foot II Ex., 8-17 confirm- 
ing the position, extends it .to tho case 
of goods seized under a Fi /'<(., and 
points out the distinction which would 
exist, where tase has been brought] 
showing the process of the court had 
been maliciously used, and trespass 'or 
acts done under a iH. Fa.\ or C<i. 
in the bona fide discharge of duty. 
There AldersoL, Baron says: A writ 
is delivered to the sheriff, commanding 
him to levy on tho plaintiff's goods. 
The sheriff has no means of knowing 
whether the goods aro in fact protect- 
ed from seizure, and if he acts in obe- 
dience to the writ that is a sufficient 
defence to an action against him, It 
ma} - be that if he wrongfully and mali- 
ciously seizes the goods, ho is liable to 
an action on tho case. Here, however, 
the only question is, hud l-lia sheriff 
the right to do what he has done, and 
in my opinion he h;»d, if these goods 
are really exempted from tho opera 
tion of the acts, the proper course was 
to apply to the court to order the sher- 
iff to withdraw, and restore them, no', 
to bring an action againBt him for 
obeying the writ." 

"In all cases of privilege, whether 
on tho ground of the person being u 
member of the legislature, or having a 
duty to perform about the person of the 
Queon or from any other cause, it bus 
always been considered that the sherifl' 
is privileged if he obeys the command 
of the writ, and that the privileged 
party must apply to tho court for bis 
discharge. The same principle applies 
to goods which are protected." 

"The reasoning on which these de- 
cisions rest is so clear, that a doubt 
cannot exist of its soundness, exemp- 
tions under statutes depend upon a 
great many requisites, pointed out in 
those statutes, many involving very 
nico points, and requiring the consider- 
ation of judicial mintls. How is a slier 
iff, a mere ministerial officer, acting 
under a positive writ or order of the 
court, to know whether all the requisit- 
es of these statutes have been complied 
with?" 

The law says, if a man wants the 
benefit of "a certain privilege, which 
is different from that which men ordi- 
narily possess, let him come forward, 
claim his right and prove it before the 
proper tribunal, and then he shall have 
the benefit of it." 

In that case from which I have just 
made this extract, the claimant, Lhu 
plaintiff, was non -suited. 

In Lali'in v. Nuttall in December, 
1878, also heartl and decided by -my- 
self, an application similar to the pre- 
sent, the order of exemption was made 
Bubject to the payruem of the sheriff's 
costs. In tho present case I must ad- 
hero to the same practice and principle. 
It is difficult to see .what such a de- 
fendant wants. First, he gets the goods 
without having paid for them, 2nd, he 
gets relieved of G years' interest on the 
debt and cost, at IS per cent. 3rd. He 
ke^ps the goods ostensibly as his own 
as long as they give a certain amount 
of credit from apparent ownership. 
4th. When they are seized for debt he 
then claims he mav exercise his latent 
option of exemption: but bis creditor 
must pay for his conferring that benefit 
upon himself. The law never intended 
any thing so unreasonable. 

i. adjudge and order that the defen- 
dant Humphreys is liable for the slier- 
ifl'sjeosts and possession uiouey,|to bo 
duly taxed according to law, and that 
Mr. Walls carry out the undertaking 
given by him abovo set forth. If desir- 
ed the defendant may appeal to the full 
court. U
